Improperly approving the blackmail payments of 
N money to E. Howard Hunt, 'indicted in the break-in; ,, 
(3) Improperly concealing evidence relating to mem- 
4 bers of his staff and the Committee to Re-Elect the 
A President; (4) Improperly interfering with the legal 
defense of Daniel Ellsberg of Pentagon Papers no- 
toriety; (5) Improperly attempting to obstruct a 
Justice Department investigation of the illegal break- 
in of the offices of Dr. Lewis Fielding, the Beverly 
Hills psychiatrist who treated Ellsberg.
